Kansas City, November %—The Journal 
gpecial from Pittsburg, Kansas, says: 

The most dreadful disaster in the history of 
Kansas occurred at 5 o’clock this evening, 
when the men were preparing to leave off their 
work at Coil shaft, No. 2, at Frontenac, a 
guburb of Pittsburg. A terrible explosion was 
heard that shook the earth for a great distance 
and completely shattered the shaft. Upon in- 
yestigation it was found that 160 men were 
within the wipe at the time of the explosion. 
Being 112 feet below the surface, it is almost 
certain that all are dead at this writing. The 
only exceptions were two men who were in the 
car coming up, and being near the top of the 
shaft, managed to escape.

THE STUBBORN MERCHANTS. 


They Would Rather Stay in Jail Than to Pay 
the License Tax. 

CHARLESTON, S. C., November 9.—[Special.] 
A meeting of the ways and means committee 
of the city council was heid tonight to consider 
the cases of the imprisoned merchants who 
have failed to pay their license taxes. The 
matter was referred to the committee by the 
city council at a meeting held yesterday. The 
committee, after discussing the matter,reached 
the following conclusion: The mayor is 
authorized to settle all cases upon the payment 
of the defendants of the prices of their licenses 
with an addition of 50 per cent in each case in 

ieu of all fines, costs and penalties. The ad- 

ditional 50 per cent, it is said, will simply re- 
imburse the city for the actual outlay caused 
by the trial of the cases. All the officers of 
the court agree to remit their costs. It is 
semi-ofliciaily stated that the mayor was also 
authorized to release any merchant now in 
jail who can prove that he is not able to pay 
the liceuse, fine and costs or the 50 per cent 
penalty. There are twenty merchants in jail 
only, of whom S. Hiatt, a watchmaker, is 
unable to pay the tine. The prisoners had 
previously issued their ultimatum, which was 
that they would pay their license only, so it ts 
doubtful if the peace offering of the city 
council will be accepted.

AND LISTEN TO SPEECHES BY SAM 
SMALL AND OTHERS, 


NO THOUGHT OF A COMPROMISE. 


An “Independent Ticket” Determined Upon 
~A Meeting at the Courthouse Tonight 
~The Speakers Last Night. 
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There was hold last evening at 19} Broad 
street a large and representative conference of 
prohibitionists of the city. 

The gathering was not confined to members 
of any party, but included members of all par- 
ties. Among them were republicans and demo- 
crats who favor the conservative municipal 
ticket. 

The meeting was held for an interchange of 
Opinions concerning the municipal situation. 

Hon. G. T. Dodd was chosen chairman of 
the conference and A. A. DeLoach acted as 
secretary. 

Rev. Sam Small was the first speaker called 
for and gave his views of the situation very 
earnestiy «nd emphatically. He believed that 
the question of the treatment of the liqnor 
tratiic was inseparable from our municipal 
politics. The people’§ ticket, he charged, is a 
plain and honestly avowed whisky ticket; the 
conservative ticket is aun insidious effort to 
uphold the liquor traffic and kill prohibition ag 
a future issue in this community. An effort to 
popularize the conservatiye ticket with the 
liquor crowd has been made in the agreeinent, 
signed by certain well known gentlemen, that 
the prohibition question shall not be agitated 
in the, near future with their consent. Of 
course that agreement binds noone but the 
signers. Noman. said Mr. Small, was au- 
thorized to bind him, but he gave notice that 
he would walk every public roadin Fulton 
county and speak on every street corner of the 
city next year until he got signers enough to 
order a local option election. This he would 
do if God should spare his life. 

Hundreds of other men were ready, he said, 
to stand with him on that line, so the agree. 
ment is an abortion to start with, and the anti- 
prohibitionists are now served with a notice to 
that effect. He could himself cheerfully sup- 
port some of the men on the conservative 
ticket; others on it he would not support un- 
der any circumstances, but would fight them 
with all his power. He urged that prohibi- 
tionists stand together and vote only for prohi- 
bitionists. 

These remarks were generally applauded by 
the assembly, and formed the discussion for 
the remainder of the evening. 

Mr. A.A.j;Murphey, who is now a resident of 
Atlanta, believed the fight for prohibition’ 
ought to be one of principle, independent of 
parties and mere questions of personal favor. 

Captain E. 8. Gay spoke with considerable 
ervyor in the line of vigorous protest against 
any effort to handicap pvohibition by cosapro- 
mises, or electioncering agreements. The em- 
nhatic language of Captain Gay was vigor- 
ously applauded. 

Colonel! Markhaim said neither of the tickets 
in the field were of any account to men in 
favor of prohibition and not worthy of their 
support. 

Mr. J. C. Hendrix believed the compromise 
represented by the conservative ticket is the 
best that can be done now, and the ticket, if 
elected, would assure four prohibitionists in 
council We could addto themin another 
year and get a majority that would co-operate 
toenforce prohibition. This gain he thought 
it advisable to work for, and hence he did not 
favor any action which would jeopardize that 


ticket. 

Hon. G. T.. Dodd confessed the situation 
wasagrave one, .and hedid not feel sure 
as yet of the best action that 
the prohibitionists could resolve upon. He 
wanted prohibition to win, but was not dis- 
posed to make auy more losing contests over it, 
If such action can be devised as will assure 
success he would favor it and stand by it. 

Rey. W. KE. Jones believed compromise had 
been the death-knell of prohibition in Atlanta. 
When we refnsed to fight squarely for the 
issue it went against us. Now, there is but one 
straight and wise course before us—to stand for 
prohibition and fight it out with unfaltering 
faith in God. ' 

Many other remarks were offered equally 
strong for decisive and aggressive action. 

It was resolved to hold a publie meeting of 
prohibitionists to protect against any agrece 
ment of non-agitation of the-local option 
issue. 

The meeting will be held tonight at the 
court house at 7:30 o’clock and will be ad- 
dressed by Rev. Sam W. Small and others of 
the prohibition element. 

A set of resolutions which embody the ac- 
tion proposed by the meeting was presented 
and may be summarized as follews: 

1. To repudiate the non-agitation agreement 
and declare for continued efforts to secure pro- 
hibition. 

2. Pledging united effort to bring about ab- 
solute suppression of tho traflic in city and 
county. 

3. That a mayor, alderman and six council 
men, pledged to the rigid enforcement of pres- 
ent regulation laws and to advance total pro- 
hibition should be elected at the ensuing elec- 
tion. 

That only candidates who ‘are in harmony 
with the above purposes should be supported 
by the prohibitionists. — 

A committee to advise upon and report a 
full municipal ticket was appointed and will 
report at the meeting tonight. 

If the ticket reported is put in the field it 
will be known as “The Independent Ticket,” 
and will be formed to meet the views of pro- 
hibitionists of all classes 

There will be, no doubt, a large meeting at 
the courthouse tonight, and the speaking and 
action of the meeting will attract the attention 
of the whole city.

She carried 
a late key and no one knew at what hour 
she entered the house jast night and probably 
noone saw the man who accompanied her. 
Therefore, itis hardly likely that 
he will ever be identified. He might easily 
have left the house at any time between 1 and 
6o’elock this morning without attracting at- 
tention, 

The doctors. who have examined the remains 
refuse to make a statement until an inquest is 
held, Three bloodhounds belonging to private 
citizens were taken to the house where the 
body lies, and placed on the scent of the mur- 
derer; but they were unable to keep it for auy 
great distance, and all hope of running the 
assassin down with their assistance will have 
to be abandoned. 

The appearance of the remains was fright- 
ful, and the mutilation was even greater than 
in the previous cases. It has been learned 
that ainan respectably dressed accosted the 
victim and offered her money.

WAGES IN 1800. 
M’Master’s Histery of the People of the 
United States. 

The condition of the wage class of that day 
(1800 A. D.) may be well examined: itis full of in- 
struction for social azitators. In the great citics 
unskilled workmen were bired by the day, bought 
their own food and found Ubeir own lodgings. Bat 
in the country, on the farm, or wherever a band 
was ep: ployed on some publlié work, they were fed 
and lodged by the employer aud given a few dol- 
Jarsa month. On the Pennsylvania canals the 
diggere ate the coarsest diet, were housed in the 
rudest sheds, and paid $6 @ month from May to 
November, and $5 a month from November to May. 
Hou-carriers aud mortar-mixers, diggers and ehop- 
pers, who, from 1793 to 1800, laboreden the public 
buildings and cut the streets and avennes of 
Washington city, received $70 a year, or, if they 
wisSed, $0 Sor all the work they cou!d perform from 
March 1 to December 20. The hours of work were 
invariabl® from sunr’se to sunset. Wages at Albany 
and New York were three shillings, or, as money 
then went, 40 cents a day; at Lancaster, $8 to $10 a 
mouth; elsewhere in Pennsylvania workmen were 
content with $ia summer and §5in wiarter. At 
Baltimore men were glad to be hired at's pence a 
day. None by the month, asked more than $8. At 
Fredericksburg the price of labor was from $5 to 87. 
In Virginia, white men employed by the year were 
given 416 ‘ucTency; slaves, when hired, were 
ciotiied and their master paid $1 a month. Apound, 
Virg:nia money, was, In federal money, $8.38. The 
average rate of wages the land over was, therefore 
$65 a year, with food, and, perhaps, lodying. Out 
of this small sum the workman must, with bis 
wife's help, Maintain his family.

THE TECHNOLOGICAL SCHOOL. 

The governor transmits to the general assembly 
the report of the commission and says: 

An examination of these papers will show that 
the comimis-ion has expended of the funds received 
from the city of Atlanta, citizens of Atlanta and the 
state of Georgia,$101,062.98,and has on hand $40,970, - 
O¥, This sum will be used to pay ontstanding bills and 
to defray the expense of operating the institution 
for one year, as required by the organic act. After 
it it has completed its first scholastic year, the con- 
tinvance of the institution, and the manner of its 
continuance, willl depend upon the liberality of 
the general assembly. 

its splendid success is dependent only upon tbe 
amount which shall be appropriated for Its support. 
The opening ot this school constitutes an era in the 
history of Georgia, and, if it is properly sustained, it 
will prove a valuable agency in the industrial and 
material development of the state. The gentlemen 
constituting the commission who have contributed 
their time and their talents tothe establishment of 
the school of technology without compensation, 
deserve the thanks of the people. They have faith- 
fully executed an important trust and successfully 
performed an important public duty. 

AGRICULTURAL EXPERIMENT STATION. 

The circumstances of the appropriation of $15,000 
to the state for an agricultural experiment station, 
tle payment of this to the trustees of the State uni- 
versity, and the action of the trustees, are recited 
brieiiy, with the reccomme@ndation that the ques- 
tion ofthe employment of that sum be carefuliy 
considered by the gt m2ral assembly. 

VOLUNTEER TROOPS OF THE STATE, 

The report of Adjutant General Kell, and the 
work of the ‘advisory board’ are treated at some 
length. Georgia does Rot pay a dollar for the su »- 
port of its military system which could, by the ex- 
penditure ofa small sum, be made most efficient. 
The covernor recommen:'sa sufficient appropriation 
to defray the expenses of an annual encampment 
of the state militiaand to pay the members of the 
“advisory board’ the same per diem and mileage 
which is received by the members of the general 
assembly. 

DISABLED CONFEDERATE SOLDIERS. 

With regard to the relief of disabled couiederates, 
the governor says:

What shall be doue with this sum of 

money? Is a question which must be determined by 
the general assembly. 

On the 38d day ot March, 1874, the general assem- 
bly passed an act entitled “An act to equitably 
adjust the claims of the colored race for a portion of 
the proceeds of the agriculiural land semp.”’ 

The first three sections of this act are then quoted 
in full. Then follows the quotation from the board 
of visitors to the Atlanta university which created 
such a stir atthe time of its publication, The gov- 
ernor recites the circumstances of his special mes- 
sage and of the subscquent action of the legislature 
in withholding the $,000 from the institution. 

No application, he adds, has been made for the 
appropriation for 1488 by the trustees of the Atlanta 
university, but ifit had been, under this report of 
the commissioners, by the act of 1874, and the reso- 
lution of 1887, the governor was forbidden to draw 
his warrant in their favor fortheamount, Itthere- 
fore remained in the treasury, and, as already stated, 
was reverted on the Ist day of July, 1488, 

The question remains, what shall be done with 
thissum of money? And in additien the question 
arises how shall the appropriation of $8,000 provided 
by the act of 1574, be made in future, so as to do the 
gieatest good to the greatest number of the colored 
people of Georgia? 

The Atlanta university is notin any sense the rep- 
resentative ot the colored people of this state; nor is 
itso regaraed by them. -Evenitit was, no appro- 
priation can be made to {it from the treasury, for ed- 
ucational purposes, without a violation of the con-. 
stitution andlaws of Georgia. Norcan the legisla- 
ture decline to yote an appropriation annually to 
aidin the education of the colored people of the 
state without a violation of the quasi contract be- 
tween them and the state, evidenced by the act of 
1874. Itisright and itis expedient that the state 
should observe the utmost good faith in its dealings 
with this class of her people. Under the act of 1874, 
which, if it is interpreted by its caption, was intend- 
edasan equitable adjustment of the claims of the 
colored race for a portion of the proceeds of the ag- 
ricultural land scrip, good faith requires that suc 
annual appropriation should be made, At the same 
time, it should be made with such safeguards of 
state supervision that it never could be used to 
thwart the settled policv of the state upon 
the subject of the co-education of the races, This, in 
my Opinion, is the most important and fur reaching 
question connected with southern civilization. 

here are seyeral institutionsin Georgia for the 
education of the culored race, patronized and con- 
trolled entirely by them. The appropriation might 
be made for one year to one of these institutions so 
that. without violating the provision of paragraph 
1, section 6, article 8, of the constitution of the state, 
all of them in succession would enjoy the benefits of 
the bounty of the state. Or it might be made, as 
heretofore suggested, for the establishment and 
maintenance ofa normal school for the education 
of colored teachers for the colored race. 

Irecommend that ‘an annual appropriation of 
$8,000 be made for the education of the colored race, 
and that the avpropriation for 1889 be $16,000, so as to 
embrace, with the usual sum for that year, the eight 
thousand dollars tor 1588, which they never received

THE NEW ELECTORAL LAW. 

The governor recommends that all changes nec- 
essary to harmonize our statutes with the new fed- 
eral law relating to the electoral vote be made at 
once. 

THE WESTERN AND ATLANTIC. 

The section reiative to the Western and Atlantic 
is in full as follows: 

The act authorizing the lease of the Western and 
Atlantic railroad was approved onthe 24th day of 
October, 1870. The proposition for its lease under 
that act, which was tinally accepted, was made on 
the 24th day of December, 1870. This proposition 
was aceepted on the 27th day of December, 1870, 
and on that day the contract of lease was fully con- 
summated, This lease willexpire on the 27th day 
of December, 1890, andit becomes the imperative 
duty of the general assembly, atits present session, 
to determine the disposition to be made, at the ex- 
piration of the lease, of this magnificent property of 
the state., Shall it be sold or leased? Ifsold, what 
shall be the eonditions of the sale? If leased, wiat 
shal] be the price demanded and the term of lease? 
Shall anything be allowed the present lessees 
for “betterments,”’ under the claim already 
preferred by them? These are some of 
the important questions connected with the West- 
ern and Atlantic railroad wuich will force them- 
selyes upon the attention ofthe general assembly. 
Aiuch time m ist of nece 8 ty be consumed in their 
discussion; and aiter the iegislature has acted and 
has agreed upon a plan, time will be required to 
advertise for propositions of sale or lease, to exam- 
ine the different bids made for its purchase or lease, 
and determine between them, ad to attend to a 
great many other matters which will become neces- 
sary in « transfer of the control or ownership of the 
state road. All these matters have been already 
largely discussed in the legislature, and by the 
press, and by the people, and the representatives of 
the people have doubtless met together, instructed 
by this discussion, and with their views upon many 
of them already formed. Inviting to them the early 
and earnest attention of the generai assembly, I re- 
speetfully recommend, ifthe Western and Atlantic 
road is leased, that the lease shall be for a long 
term of years, and thatit shall be offered for lease 
unencumbered with any claims ofany kind. 

In this connection I would call attention to the 
report, inventory and appraisement of the property, 
oftne Western and Atlantic railroad, prepare! by 
the commissioners provided for by the joint resolu- 
tion of the legislature, approved October 24, 1887, 
which are herewith transmitted, and tothe alabor- 
ate maps which accompany the same. Under this 
resolution, on the 8lst day of December, 1587. 
Messrs. Virgil Powers, of Bib, William M. Reese. of 
Wilkes,and C. B. Howard, of Fulton, were ap- 
poiuted commissioners, The gentlemen selected 
Mr, J. H. Troutman eas clerk, and Mr. RB. R. 
Renuauasthe survevror of thecommission. A 
large mass of valuabic and interesting information 
is presented in the papers prepared by the commis- 
sion, which will be of great u e in all investigations 
connected with the state road. The resolution 
authorizing the appointment of these commissioners 
did not make any provision for their compensation 
or for thatofthew employes. For that reason the 
executive was compelled to make advances to 
some ofthem from the contingentfund. I com- 
mend that an apprepriation be made which will 
give them reasonable remuneration for their 
services.

The Railroad Commissioncrs. 

The report of the state railread commission 
ers, covering the operations of their department of 
public service tor the year ending October 15, 1S°8 
was filed with Governor Gordon yesterday. 

Under the heading of ‘‘new railroads,” the com 
missioners report five new ratlronds as having bee i 
furnished with freight and passenger rates duri: 
the year, viz.; The Savannah and Tybee. Atlanta 
and kiorida, Covington and Macon, Georgia south 
ern and Piorida,Chattanooga, Rome and Columbus 

The report reviews the circulars issned and de 
cisions rendered by the comzuission upon the fo! 
lowing subjects: ae 

“The penny circular,” ordering the collection o/ 
exact mileage in the sale of tickets. ‘This rule, thi 
eoram'ssion says, has been fa\ orobly received. 

The petition for the establishment of first and sec 
ond class fares is reviewed by the commissione:s, 
and their reasons for a denial of the petition viven 
in full. : 

fhe voluntary reduction of passenger fares on 
the Western and Atlantic is reierred to by the com 
missioners, who say they bcheve a similar redix 
tion of passenger fares on lines operated under lik: 
condition and circumstances will not only benefit 
the public, but prows remunerative to the railroads 

Cotton rates the commission say they have been 
as far as circumstances warrauted, endeayaring to 
remove inequaliticsin rates, and making them : 
uniform as possible. ; 

The rates on lumber, bagcing and ties-and th 
grouping of stations for freight charges are also 
given proper atiention by the commissioners. Th: y 
review the petitions presented by the lumber 
men and give their reasons for restoring ibe present 
tariif, 

The case involving the rights of sleeping car 
compaics to make certain charges for aceommo 
dations, and the fact that independent sleeping car 
companies are not under jurisdiction, forms an in 
teresting ‘eature of the repwrt, 

The duty of toe railroads in the maiter of furnish- 
ing equal accommodations for their colored passen- 
gers is made plain, and the matter of depot accom 
modation is given a fulland important discussion. 

An interest nz: feature of the reportis found in 
the statisti: al information and reference to the 
great increes? in railroad values in the state, as well 
as the reference of the commissioners to their efforts 
for the attainment of the best results, The report 
concludes: 

While the report furnished the office of the com. 
mieion is not altogether ful, the following is the 
number of miles built in the state of Georgia for the 
years indicated: In 1887, 272'¢ miles; in 1888, 445'¢ 
miles.

There was an increase im the value of tiris 
Bpecies of property of 18 per cent in 1888 over the 
year 15*7, While the increase in all the property of 
the state for this ten vears has been most gratify- 
ing, yet in no kind of property isit so marked and 
etriking as in the case of railroad property, except 
in cotton majufactories, which show, an increase 
of 3/5 per cent.

that we may justly cay 
that the railroad commission has in 
some degree, contributed to this = grand 
result. We have, to the best ofour ability, admin 
istered the wise law of the state impartially,ina 
spirit of conservatism and with due regard to the 
rights and interest of all. 

Ouracition has tended, we believe, to increase 
travel and business on the ralroads, to promote 
confidence, to tring abont a better feeling between 
the roads and people and to secure stability in 
rates, and has thus benefited the roads. We have 
prescribed low fares for travel, that great educa 
tor—low rates for naval stores, tor lumber, for a}! 
articles mannfactured in the state, and the raw ma 
terials used in their manufacture. for cotton and 
other agricultural products, for provisions and fer. 
tilizers and for the articles that enter into the daily 
wants of the people. We have thus enceavored to 
promote the railroad, the manufacturing, the adri- 
cultural, thacommercial and ell the business inter 
ests of the state. This claim may not be allowed to 
pass unchelienged, but it will at least keconerded 
that the commission has not been a clog cn Ceor 
gia in her gigantic struggie to reeover and 
a‘ivance her material wealth, and that it has not 
thrown even a pebbie in the pathway of this noble 
state in her wiumphaut march to wealth aud pros 
perity.

FAR! MERS IN THE HOUSE, 


“ TALK a A FARMERS’ ALLI- 
ANCE MAN. 


Alliance Men in the House—They Won't 
Ask Much Legislation—A Fertilizer Bill 
Considered a Necessity. 


Mr. T. J. Stephens, of Heard county, the 
Farmers’ Alliance organizer, for the seventh 
congressional district, was in the city yester- 
day, and spent a good deal of time about the 
legislature, where he putin some good work 
for a friend. 

When asked about the number of alliance 
men in the house he said he had no definite 
information on the subject yet, but it was a 
very considerable proportion of the membership 
of the hguse of representatives, and he had 
met several senators who were members of the 
alliance. 

‘What legislation will the alliance men try 
to have enacted ?”’ he was asked. 

“I think it is generaliy understood,’’ he re- 
plied, ‘‘that they will not ask for much legisla- 
tion. The farming community claims to be an 
independent class, aud they don’t ask for much 
legislation in their interest. Consequently they 
don’t receiye it. In the last general 
assembly there was no law passed in their in- 
terest and I don’t know that this body will be 
asked for much in their interest.”’ 

‘What about a fertilizer bill ?’’ 

‘*A fertilizer bill is generally considered one 
ofthe necessities. I don’t think it will be the 
Brady billexactly. Ithink it will be some- 
thing on that line, but with some modifications. 
It will probably have the clause allowing the 
farmers to plead failure of consideration where 
the fertilizer proves worthless. 

‘IT don’t know thatl could mention any 
other legislation that will be asked for. The 
farmers in the present legislature will probably 
co-operate together in enacting laws for the 
good of the people, their constituents, repre- 
senting all classes 

‘* How is the Farmers’ Alliance progressing ?”’ 

‘Last summer the membership was estimat- 
ed at 50,000, but it was not quite that large. 
Now it is 75,000 or 80,000, That is a gain of 
25,000 or 30,000 in the last three months. It is 
still growing ; I saw the state 
organizer here day before yester- 
day and we have perhaps forty organizers 
in the field. We have over 100 counties organ- 
ganized in the state. Atthe time of the Au- 
gust convention we had about 82 counties rep- 
resented in the organization. At our meeting 
of the trustee stockholders in Macon on the 
24th of last month there were 90 odd counties 
reported.”’ 

‘*How about the exchange ‘ 

“It is generally thought ‘that there will be a 
state exchange established before a great 
while. The officers, board of directors, etc., 
have been elected. I don’t know yet ‘where 
the location willbe. My understanding is that 
the president of the board of directors will 
publish a notice to the different cities to bid 
for the location of the exchange.”’ 

‘‘Ilow is the Texas exchange getting along °’ 

“The Texas exchange has gotten out of 
its trouble. My understanding is that 
everything has been satisfactorily arranged. 
The charges against the officers have been in- 
vestigated by committees, and they have made 
their report, and everything is satisfactorily 
understood.’ 

‘What is to be the capital stock of the Geor- 
gia exchange?’’ 

“They propose to raise $100,000, and the re- 
ports from different sections are favorable to 
the raising of the money. It is proposed to 
raise it by annual installments.” 

Old Colonel Primus Jones is probably the 
most prominent alliance man in the’ house, 
— Dr. Felton should be one of their num- 

er, 

Mr. Simon Maxwell, of the house, is the 
chaplain of the State Alliance; and will bea 
central figure. 

Rey. Dr. Chaney, of Harris county, who ac- 
eording to rumor, will be the chaplain of the 
house, is a member of the Farmers’ Alliance. 

K ditor Sharp, of the Carrollton Times, the 
pape from the J7th district, is an alliance 
mat 

Renter Williams, of Harris county, is also a 
member of the order. 

In the house the alliance men are so numer- 
ous that some have placed their number at 
half the membership, but a well posted alliance 
man said yesterday that they were not so 
numerousjas that. 

Alilance Men in the Senate, 

The Farmers’ alliance has a good representa- 
tio n in the state senate. 

“There are about sixteen farmers in the sen- 
ate, and of these at least seven are staunch 
members of the Georgia Farmers’ alliance. 

They are Senators George H, Jones, of the 
eye fourth: A. J. Julian, of the thir ty- ninth; 

R. Harris. ef the third: E. W. Y. All good, 
ut the thirty-eighth; EK. R. Sharpe, of the 
thirty-seve nth: M.C, Edwards, of the eleventh, 
and A. O. Harper, of the thirtieth. 

These are all excellent men, 
devoted to the interests of the state. 

It is whispered among them that the work- 
ings of the state agricultural department are 
not altogether satisf: actory to the farmers of 
Georgia, and the outlook is that there wiil be 
legis lation on the subject. No definite action 
in this regard has yet been taken. 

While it is not probable that the alliance 
men in the senate will press leg:slation, as 

alliance men, it is undoubtedly true 
that they stood re: vy to espouse heart and soul 
any movement inaugurated looking to the im- 
provement of Georgia farmers. 

It is too early in “the session to tell the exact 
nature of the agricultural measures which wil] 
be brought for ward—but it goes without saying 
that ere long the Alliance men in the senate 
will ox ercise a distinct and strong intluence 
upon legislation.
